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ABSTRACT 

This content analysis schedule for the Brentwood 
Bilingual Education Project of Brentwood, California, presents 
information on the history, funding, and scope of the project. 
Included are sociolinguistic process variables such as the native and 
dominant languages of students and their interaction. Information is 
provided on staff selection and the linguistic background of project 
teachers. An assessment is made of the duration and extent of the ' 
bilingual component, and the methods of second language teaching in 
general, included is an analysis of materials, student grouping, 
tuto. 'ng, curriculum patterns, and cognitive development. The report 
also oiscdsses self-esteem, learning strategies, the bicultural and 
community components, and means of evaluation. Attached to the report 
are a description of the project area, a statement of need, a list of 
objectives, and a report on the parental/community involvement.

This is an agricultural area v;ith 1C60 students attending 
t..o schools of tl.e district: Brenta.ood Eleruentary, J.inder- 
garten tl.rough grade 4 and ISdna Kill Zlemsntary, grade 5 
through 8. 

The 3rento-/ood Union School District has a high 
incidence of children from low-income families. -Joro tl.an 
225 of the school population receives v/elfare assistance; 
this count does not include the 11% of the enrollment 
representing ti.e children of migrant farm laborers' fam- 
ilies. :iora than 406 of tho studant population is fron 
Spanish surname families and, of this particular group, 
nearly half are from homes in vhich no English is'spo::en. 
The majority of children from these homes do not have a 
functional ability in tl.e English language. 

StatisUcal data for the past six years indicato 
that there has been a steady increase in tiae number of 
Spanish surname children enrolled in the school and a - 
corresponding increase in the nur.iber of Spanish speaking 
children without a functional sJciU in the English lan^ 
guage. The majority segment of this increased Spanish 



surnaae population is oontaineJ in tlis farailias in tlieir 
first or second year residence, having just droppeu out of 
the agricultural, migrant fan;: la;jor strea.-a. 

Because of tliis continuing change in the character 
of tlxe population of the region, thsra is a critical need 
to naJce adjustraents in tiie educational program r/hich t/ill 
prepare the school syst to noet tlie impact of this 
change. The details of this need for change are reflected 
in item II of tliis narrative.

2. To provide a complete and definitive 
analysis and evaluation of how ii/ell the 
project's objectives, as previously 
defined, have been met. 

3. To prepare a final report which can 
serve as a tool for future planning. 

Evaluation Methodology 

1. Since the project objectives are both 
academic and social, a nulti-dL-aensional 
evaluation design will be used. This 
will include standardized and local testa 
(intelligence, achieveiT.ent, attitudinal) ; 
analysis of anecdotal records; interviews 



by evaluators with project personnel; 
questionnaires; reporting forms; minutes 
of meetings; and observations of academic 
and social activities. 

2. As far as possible a comparison group will 
b© established in order to help define 
more clearly the impact of this program on 
the project group. 

3. The final report will reflect this multi- 
dimensional approach utilizing inferential 
statistics, empirical data and other more 
standard evaluative techniques.
